AMERICAN TASTE LIMITED? 



Dr. William Bode of the Kaiser 
Friedrich Museum, Berlin, has been 
writing in a German review on Berlin 
museums and American competition. 
His Excellency, for Dr. Bode now has 
this title, has decided, among other 
conclusions, that the American taste 
is "limited." The result is that good 
pictures may still be found in con- 
tinental galleries for which Americans 
have no artistic longings. 

Dr. Bode finds that Americans are 
prejudiced in favor of certain great 
names. Gladly they buy the larger 
works of Rembrandt, Velasquez, Van- 
dyck, Hals, Vermeer, Titian, Raphael 
and Botticelli. They will be guilty of 
any madness to obtain one of these, 
but they care nothing for the smaller 
works of the same artists. Moreover, 
the works that they purchase must be 
showy and pleasing in their nature. 
The Biblical motives of Rembrandt 
and the allegories of the martyrs of 
Rubens are not salable to Americans. 
This, his Excellency says, is a good 
thing for the rest of the world, because 
the value of a collection is not to be 
estimated by a few dominant pictures; 
many a minor picture supplies as much 
much enjoyment as the most imposing 
canvas.

A visitor to the "Art Institute these 
days is likely to be thrown into con- 
fusion by the wealth of attractions pre- 
sented to him and, which everyone 
realizes, there remains too short a time 
for grasping their splendid values. 

Last week six new collections were 
put on view, and these, with the re- 
hanging of the paintings lent by 
Charles L. Hutchinson, in the south 
wing, the rearrangement of other gal- 
leries and the remaining of the works 
of Joseph Lindon Smith, afford a va- 
riety of interest. 

The fourteenth annual exhibition of 
the Society of Western Artists perhaps 
was the largest of the six, next to 
which in size would be rated possibly 
the exhibition of small bronzes of 
American sculptors, shown under the 
care of the National Sculpture Society. 
Miss A. Loo Matthews, the Chicago 
young woman recently returned from 
over six years of study abroad, has a 
gallery of twenty-two excellent can- 
vases. George Haushalter, whose work 
has created a reputation in Parisian 
galleries, occupies a central gallery 
with over forty pictures. The perma- 
nent Chicago exhibition — containing 
the work of local artists — also opened 
during the evening. An exhibition of 
photographs, at least 400 pieces, makes 
the sixth of the exhibitions, 

The general tone of the western art- 
ists' exhibit has lifted, according to 
many of the visitors to the galleries. 
Here and there strong, new notes are 
struck and the development of an 
American school is strongly shown. 
"The Woman with the Red Feather/' 
by Ethel Mars, whose welding in com- 
position of the animal and human fea- 
tures brought her favorable notice at 
last year's exhibition, is another strik- 
ing specimen of her character apprecia- 
tion. . 

The prize pictures are usually sought 
out among the first in a gallery, and in 
this instance the awards have been hap- 
py in selection, according to common 
opinion. 

he corporation of the Fine Arts 

uilding, Chicago, contributes- annual- 
ly the sum of $500 as a prize, to be 
known as "the Fine Arts Building 
prize for the advancement and encour- 
agement of art." 

No artist is permitted to receive the 
prize two years in succession, and 
among those in the past thus honored 
were J. Qttis Adams and Chailes Fran- 
cis Browne. The award was given this 
year to the landscapes of T. C. Steele, 
of Indianapolis. *' ----^^ 

The western landscape has been the 
source of inspiration of the majority ofi 
painters of the 170 pictures. 

About fifty-four sculptors are repre- 
sented, in various phases of expression, 
in the exhibition of 148 small bronzes 
organized by the National Sculpture 
Society of New York. There are por- 
trait busts, portraits in relief, medal- 
lions, statues, medals, fanciful groujps 
and ideal figures. They are wholesom 
themes, and have fresh breezy quality. 

Here are the American theme in 
the Indian in peace and war, the hero, 
a re-echo of mythology in Bacchus, 
Bacchic dancers and fauns, nymphs, 
athletes and groups of animals. There 
is much to suggest the joy of action, 
the joy of living, as well as the ex- 
istence of a higher life, as that in the 
small models of statues to great men. 

Something may be learned of the ar; 
of tempera painting from the display of 
works by George Haushalter in another 



room. This artist is a master in the 
use of this medium, having spent fif- 
teen years in practicing tempera meth- 
ods with the happy results shown in 
five groups of paintings, forty-two in 
all. 

Marshall Field & Co. are showing the 
landscapes of Edward Parker Hayden, 
well known for his painting of Ameri- 
can scenery in Massachusetts. 

Young's Art Galleries have sent a 
large landscape by J. E. Bundy, to be 
placed among the 100 American paint- 
ings in the St. Louis Museum of Fine 
Arts.

ing dates as not to conflict.

AMERICAN TASTE LIMITED? 



Dr. Bode of Berlin is now engaged 
in adversely criticising American collec- 
tors and our art public in the Munich 
art journal "Der Cicerone" — possibly 
as a small back fire to divert atten- 
tion from the now generally believed 
error he committed in attributing to 
Da .Vinci the wax bust, presumably 
fashioned by the modern English sculp- 
tor Lucas,, and purchasing the same for 
the Koenig Friedrich Museum. It 
must, we fear, be admitted that the 
learned Doctor argues against the 
taste and practice of wealthy American 
art buyers with some reason, and builds 
his argument upon good grounds. He 
says in part: 

"Single portraits or works of 
Rembrandt, Frans Hals, Cuyp or 
Ruisdael fetch $250,000, six times 
what they brought a few years ago. 
Half a million dollars is paid for 
a Velasquez. These prices make 
' European museums unable to com- 
pete with the buyers from America. 

"But there is a wide field in the 



Among the many recent accessions to 
the Metropolitan Museum the most im- 
portant in. the classical department is a 
crouching Venus, a replica of the well- 
known type, of which the most famous 
copy is in the Louvre.

Joseph H. Choate, the onlv surviving 
founder, will deliver the oration. 

The exhibition of the works of the late 
James McNeill Whistler will be opened 
at the Museum about March 15. This 
exhibition is being arranged with the 
approval of Miss Rosalind Birnie-Philips, 
the executrix of Mr. Whistler, and with 
the active co-operation of Mr. Charles L.

DRAWINGS BY OLD MASTERS. 



The selection of 42 drawings by Old 
Masters from the Duke of Rutland's 
collection, shown at the E. Gimpel and 
Wildenstein Galleries, No. 636 Fifth 
Avenue through Mar. 5, is unique of 
its kind, and contains some specimens 
of the work in pen, lead pencil, pen 
with watercolor, chalks, crayon and 
bister, of such great' men as Botticelli, 
Carracci, Murillo, Parmigiano, Porde- 
none, Raphael, Rembrandt, Rubens, Ti- 
tian and Da Vinci that will- greatly 
interest and excite lovers and -collectors 
of black and white and even picture 
collectors and connoisseurs. 

The drawings have evidently been 
selected with rare knowledge and dis^ 
crimination, and the little display is 
rarely important and irfteresting. • Here 
are a pen sepia and blue pencil draw- 
ing by Barocci of "Christ and St. Mag- 
adalen"; a pen and watercolor sketch 
by Botticelli, "Young Florentine"; a 
pen and sepia by Carracci, "Holy 
Family," and a pencil sepia and water- 
color by Cortona that will make col- 
lectors: envious. 

A Guercino, "David and Goliath"; 
three red chalks by Raphael, and a 
oen with sepia and crayon, "Christ and 
the Two Apostles," by Rembrandt, are 
very choice and delightful, while a 
oen and watercolor study by Titian 
for his "Virgin with Babbit," in the 
Louvre, is exceptionally good and 
important. 

There are two black-lead drawings - 
by Murillo, and no less than ten in 
chalks and pen by Parmigiana.

LONDON LETTER. 



London, Feb. 9, 1910. 
The sale of Lord Chesterfield's art 
collection, old furniture, etc., at Holme 
Lacy, near Hereford, showed some high 
prices, especially for the furniture. The 
record price of 2,000 gs. was paid by 
Mr. M. Harris for a bookcase by Chip- 
pendale of Chinese design, which illus- 
trates the Chinese craze of the eigh- 
teenth century, perpetuated by the 
Pavilion at Brighton and the Pagoda 
in Kew Gardens. Five carvings by 
Gfinling Gibbons made a total of £4,- 
200, Mr. Graham securing for 1,800 gs. 
the two magnificent carved overman- 
tels, representing respectively flowers 
and fruit and birds and dead game, 
which were in the drawing room. An- 
other gilt carving of an eagle holding 
an oak branch, with monogram and 
coronet beneath, cost Mr. Marsh 950 
gs., while the carved wall decoration, 
thirty feet wide, shown two years ago in 
the Franco-British Exposition, was sold 
to Mr. Mason for 335 gs. Five tapestry- 
covered chairs fetched 780 gs. ; nine 
Charles II. chairs 690 gs. ; an old Boulle 
table 575 gs. ; and another writing ta- 
ble, in the Adams style, 280 gs. 

The' pictures at Holme Lacy were of 
less outstanding importance. Van- 
dyck's ''Sir James Scudamore" made? 
£682; Allan Ramsay's three-quarter- 
length of "j3-ne, wife of James Bryd- 
ges," £600; Francis Hayman's ''Cath- 
erine Stanhope," £451; and Zucchero's 
portrait of Queen Elizabeth, a half- 
length, £288. Altogether the sale re- 
alized about £30,000. 

Now that the general election is 
virtually over the art galleries are re- 
opening, and a round dozen of exhi-j 
bitions are being privately viewed to- i 
day. Among the most important of 
these are J. MadWhirter's water- 
colors of Scotland, Norway, Switzer 
land and America at the Leicester 
Galleries ; Robert Fowler's pictures of 
"Sunshine," T. R. Way's pastels at 
the Baillie Gallery, and William Shack- 
leton's pictures at the Goupil Gallery. 
The last named artist has taken the 
unusual course of writing a preface to 
the catalogue of his exhibition and 
notes on several of his pictures. Mr. 
Shackleton has been largely influenced 
by Turner and Watts, emulating the 
former in his love of interpreting "The 
Splendor of the Heavens," and the 
latter in his idealist and allegorical 
tendencies. He is perhaps most suc- 
cessful in his less didactic landscapes, 
where his delicate color and a fine de- 
sign are seen to most advantage. 

^The exhibition of the Society of 
Modern Portrait Painters, now on at 
the Royal Institute, has for its prin- 
cipal feature an imposing portrait of 
the King in field marshal's uniform, 
standing beside a horse led by a 
groom. It is the work of the young 
Australian artist, G. W. Lambert, who 
has evidently been inspired here by 
Van Dyck's famous "Roi a la Chasse," 
at the Louvre. Mr. Lambert's por- 
trait is a good likeness, while the 
painting is full of vigor and verve. 

Another portrait which is attracting 
much attention in this exhibition is 
Glyn Philpott's "Manuelito, the Circus 
Boy," in Toreador costume, sumptuous 
in color and quite in the spirit of 
Velasquez. Alfred Priest shows a 
clever and amusing portrait of the 
popular essayist G. K. Chesterton, 
whose Gargantuan proportions are 
displayed in a way to recall the 
famous Del Borro portrait at Berlin, 
once attributed to Velasquez. A series 
of reticent but firmly painted male por- 
traits by Gerald Kelly, Alexander 
Jamieson's delicious "Little English 
Girl," seen among the picturesque 



surroundings of the park at Versailles, 
and Alfred Hayward's admirable head 
of the late Mr. Mason are a few 
of the more notable successes in this 
exhibition. 

King Edward is giving sittings to 
Sir E. J. Poynter for a portrait of His 
Majesty which is being painted for the 
Royal Academy. 

Sir W. Q. Orchardson has painted 
a portrait of Mr. R. A. Robinson, 
Chairman of the London County 
Council for 1908-9, which will be 
presented to the Council Chamber at 
Spring Gardens. 

Mr. R. Gutekunst, the well-known 
dealer in fine prints, has removed from 
King Street, St. James's, to the first 
floor at No. 10 Grafton Street, Bond 
Street. 

Mr. C. H. Collins Baker, who is 
preparing a work on English portrait 
painting of the seventeenth century, 
would be greatly obliged if owners of

Four Collections. 

A collection of snuff boxes, made by 
the late James A. Garland, and which 
comprises over lOO specimens, represent- 
ing, for the most part, the Louis XIV- 
XVI periods, will be placed on exhibition 
at the American Art Galleries, No. 6 East 
23 Street to-day, and will be sold there 
at auction by Mr. Thomas E. Kirby on 
Saturday afternoon next, Feb. 26. No 
finer collection has ever been offered at 
auction in this country and lovers of these 
dainty articles will find rare pleasure in 
studying the collection. The majority 
of the boxes are of gold, embellished with 
enamels, and set with precious stones. 

There will also be shown at the Gal- 
leries from to-day the modern oils, wa- 
tercolors and antique Chinese porcelains 
owned by Mr. J. B. Ladd, of Brooklyn, 
a well-known collector, some of whose 
pictures were shown at the Union League 
Club last Spring. The pictures are 
mostly of cabinet size, and include repre- 
sentative examples of such painters as 
Cazin, Mauve, Daubigny, Israels, Neu- 
huys, Pasini, Rico, Van Marcke, Jules 
Dupre, Vollon, Ziem, Clays, Henner, 
L'Hermitte, Boudin, Grison, Maris, Old 
Crome, Poggenbeck, Raffaelli, Roelofs, 
Weissenbruch, and the Americans, 
Wyant, Inness, and Horatio Walker.

The three Whistlers, while slight, 
have much charm and interest. They 
comprise two small "variations," one 
in "Pink and Gray — Chelsea'' and one 
in "Green — Wortley," whose titles de- 
scribe them, and a larger Japanesque 
view of the Thames, "The White 
House," with all the painter's best 
quality and sentiment. Abbott H. 
Thayer is represented by his always 
fine and powerful landscape "Monad- 
nock," so rich and deep in color, clear 
aired, with the striking color sunset 
note on the distant snow-clad peak, a 
woman's head fine and lofty in expres- 
sion, and a broadly painted and, of 
course, virile half-length "Portrait of 
a Lady," the whites of the blouse worth 
much study. 

Of Tryon — Tryon the poet landscapist 
of America today — the seven examples 
run the gamut of his brush, from the 
exquisite, tender, delicate "Daybreak — 
May," to the deeper hued rich "Autumn 
Twilight." These alluring works, 
symphonic poems in paint, the produc- 
tion of a man whose poetic soul is 
attuned to the tenderest and most 
ethereal harmonies of Nature's softest 
moods, cannot be described in words. 
Columns have been written regarding- 
them the past week and essay upon 
essay, but the art lover in this case is 
his own best judge and critic. And if 
Tryon is the poet landscapist, Dewing 
is the poetic figure painter of the 
country. He too runs his gamut of 
tender delicate color and sentiment in 
the present display, from the lower 
keyed, deep, rich-colored portrait of 
Miss Dewing, to the higher keyed deli- 
cate harmony "Yellow Tulips," and 
that rarely fine study in greens the 
decorative panel "The Garland." 

The exhibition, which will continue 
through Feb. 26, is really, with the ex- 
ception of Thayer's deep strong color 
note and broader brushwork, a tonal 
display. 



Mr. Porter was a serious, able 
painter, a fine draughtsman and a good 
colorist. His art was sound and true 
and it will live. 

In the Brandus Gallery also are now 
shown a case of miniatures and five 
portraits, three large ones in. pastel, 
and two small in oils, by Mile. Andree 
Lenique, a young Frenchwoman who 
has made -her home in the Sherwood 
Studios for some winters past. Mile. 
Lenique paints with refinement and is 
an exceptionally good colorist. Her 
three-quarter length presentment of 
Mrs. Borden is charmingly delicate in 
color, and her little full-length of her- 
self has good technique and is solidly 
painted.

To signalize the opening of his new 
and handsome galleries, No. 550 Fifth 
Avenue, Mr. Montross has arranged 
an unusual exhibition of representative 
examples of those modern American 
masters. Whistler, Tryon, Thayer, and 
Dewing. This display is the most not- 
able of the works of these painters, 
with the exception of Whistler, yet 
made in New York, and to make it Mr. 
Montross was aided by Mr. Charles 
L. Freer, who loaned five Dewings and 
seven Tryons, three Thayers and his 
three Whistlers from his Washington 
National Gallery collection, and Col.

At the Brandus Exhibition Galleries, 
No. 712 Fifth Avenue, a memorial ex- 
hibition of twenty-seven works, all por- 
traits of men, women and children 
known in and to the world of New 
York society, by the late Benjamin C. 
Porter, and arranged by a committee 
from the Academy of Design, will con- 
tinue through Feb. 26. 

The portraits, with perhaps only two 
exceptions, are well known. Several 
have been seen in Academy and other 
exhibitions of recent years, but shown 
together in these handsome and well- 
lit gall-eries, they acquire new attrac- 
tiveness and in some cases new charm. 
Of necessity some are old fashioned! 
in costume and treatment, for example 
the presentments of Mrs. William C. 
Schermerhorn, Mrs. Lloyd Bryce, and 
Mr. Cornelius Vanderbilt the elder, but 
it is a pleasure to study and compare 
them with later ones and more modish 
costumes, and to note how the painter's 
work broadened and developed. i 

Refinement is the chief characteristic 
of the lamented painter's canvases. 
Himself a gentleman of the old school, 
of rare courtesy of manner and dignity 
of deportment, he translated the quali- 
ties of his sitters with an unconscious 
faithfullness that made them true in 
likeness and in spirit. The delicate 
beauty and grace of Mrs. Lorillard 
Spencer, the robuster beauty of Mrs. 
Casimir De Rham, the sweetness of 
expression of Mrs. Harry Hollins, Mrs. 
Middleton Burrill, Miss Marie Win- 
throp and Mrs. Porter, could not be 
better rendered. Perhaps the best por- 
trait from the art viewpoint is the now 
old full-length of the artist's son. 
Master Benjamin Porter.

The work of the late Louis Loeb, 
"dead ere his prime," is shown in 
twenty-three oils, a watercolor, a pastel 
and a drawing, at the Folsom Galleries, 
No. 396 Fifth Avenue, through Feb. 26. 
Last Sunday evening the Society 
known as "The Judeans," of which the 
lamented painter was a member, held 
a memorial service and this exhibition 
fitly complements the words of praise 
and appreciation for his work spoken 
at this service by WilHam M. Chase, 
William T. Evans and other friends 
and admirers.

associated. Careful study of the ex- 
hibition emphasizes the loss to Ameri- 
can art in the artist's death.

An excep- 
tional example of Teniers the younger, 
an interior with two figures, with al- 
most a Vermeer reflected light; a 
speaking portrait by Pourbus the elder, 
a portrait of Gilles de Smidt, and a 
small Van Goyen very rich in quality, 
are some of the more notable old pic- 
tures in these attractive rooms. 



Some new specimens of Rakka ware 
and other Eastern potteries have been re- 
ceived by Kouchakji Freres at their hand- 
some galleries. No. i East 40 Street. Es- 
pecially good are a IX century reflet 
metallique vase, a XII century decorated 
Persian-blue vase, a XII century light 
turquoise-blue gilded Persian vase, a 
large XVI century decorated Persian 
vase, with beautiful blue glaze, a col- 
lection of remarkable iridescent glass, a 
fine early Greek cut-glass plate, with in- 
scription and flowers and trees, and a 
most rare cylindrical blue glass Hebraic 
B.C. cup with gilded birds enameled. A 
study of these objects will well reward 
the collector and art lover. 



PAINTINGS SOLD. 

The sale of paintings at the Fifth Avenue 
Art Galleries, Feb. 10 and 11, was marked 
by spirited bidding.
